Correspondent—In what way do you 
consider the north suffers from the ef.

What is worse, things are getting but 
little, if any, better in this section. It 
may have as many arms as Briareus, but 
turn where it may, or stretch forth what 
arm it will, it is quick pinioned to its 
side by the action of the governmont, 
and it can do nothing to aid itself or 
others until itis relieved from this course 
of policy.

This distinguished statesman and _ his. 
torian, whose death is announced this 
morning, lacked but a few days of being 
eighty-seven years old. ITis parents were 
Protestants, and his father, who was an 
advocate, perished onthe scaffold. In 
1805 young Guizot went to Paris, and du- 
ring the next ten years devoted himself 


— — 


to literature. 

The second Restoration brought him 
into political life, and he filled impor 
tant trusts almost continuously up 
to the overthrow of the Orleans mon- 
archy in 1848. Atthat time he was the 
oficial leader of the cabinet, the leading 
statesman of France. He effected his 
escape from Paris, to return in the fol- 
lowing year asa promoter of Louis Phil- 
ipe’s pretensions, but the coup detat of 
December 2d, 1851, put an end to them, 
and to Guizot’s political career. 

All parties, however, acknowledge his 
eminent services to science and litera- 
ture. His writings and lectures have done 
much to extend a taste for historical stud- 
ies in France. In 1837 he was entrusted 
by the government of the United States 
with the task of writing a history of 
Washington. The work was published 
in two volumes, and procured him the 
honor of having his portrait placed in 
the chamber of the house of represénta 
tives, 

He was twice. married, and both his 
wives were accomplished, and not un- 
known in literature. His son, Maurice 
has published a work that shows he is 
not destitute of his father’s genius,

“We repeat, there are 
NO ARMED RIOTERS, 
There are no armed men on Canal street, 
so faras we know. We came ona mis- 
sion of peace, and believe that if the 
governor had acceded to the proposition 
we brought to day, which was to abdi- 
cate, it would have pacified the people of 
Louisiana, and might or would have pre- 
vented violence or bloodshed.

THE MILITIA AND THE PRUSSIANS. 
The enemy could never have been 
crushed with raw levies without discip- 
line or ardor; defeat followed defeat, and 
when nothing remained we were com- 
pletely inthe power of Germany. The 
pretended motive was to save the national 
honor, but the army of the Rhine had 
saved it before the demagogues thought 
of doing so.

UNFORTUNAE, BUT NOT RIDICULOCS. 

MacMahon and I have been unfortu- 
nate, but never ridiculous. No German 
ever laughed while fighting me. Such 
sights as were seen at Paris and at Tours 
cquld only compromise the national hon- 
or. For myself, I am an old soldier, and 

do not understand plilitics. I make war, 
not speeches, and do not allow myself to 
be frizhtened by big works. 

Jules Favre flattered me; Gambetta 
called me a traitor; but that did not move 
me. 


—— THE DEATH OF MAXIMILLAN. 


As regards Mexcio the empreor had to 
choose between evacuation and a war 
with the United States. Toavoida con- 
flict he gave the order to return; but Max- 
imillian was unwilling cither to return to 
Austria or to abdicate, although he well 
understood that Napoleon could not sus- 
tain a struggle with the United States. 
Maximillian, in spite of wise counsels, 
preferred ‘to seek an honorable death. 
‘That is the truth, and that is the extent 
of each one’s respc nsibility. For my con- 
solation the thought remains that even 
Washington did not escape injustice and 
that Lafayette passed through ordeals 
more terrible than mine. 

CONSOLATIONS IN MISFORTUNE. 

I am far from being rich; but, besides 
my liberty, there still remain to me im- 
measurable treasures. For companions | 
have an American lady who gives me the 
strongest proofs of devotion; I have 
children I adore, a brother and some 
friends who have remained faithful. My 
position is not hopeless; if need should 
be ] would follow the example of the 
conquered Richmond and take refuge in 
labor. Simple soldier, I carried a mus- 
ket: labor does not dishonor. I do not 
look on my military career as ended; I 
enjoy health and bodily vigor.

St. Louis, September 12, 1874. 

Wonderful year for provisions. This and 
last year have given the largest crops and 
packing of hogs ever known in this country. 
The foreign exports were the largest also 
since two years. The winter and summer 
packing of hogs amounts to about 14,000,000 
hogs, or the average of 7,000,000 hogs for 
the year. The foreign exports have taken 
12,000,000, 000 pounds of bacon, pork, lard 
and hams in the past two years which gives 
an average for the year of 3,110,000 hogs, es- 
timated at the usual commercial weight of 
the hog, 18 pounds. The coming crop of 
hogs is yet uncertain. Mapy believe that it 
will almost equal that of last year, while 
others are predicting it will be short from 10 
to 24 per cent. on account of short crop and 
high prices of corn and the minuteness of 
the hogs at present, which indicates that 
bigh prices have so far brought to markets 
all available stocks. The great damage to 
gorn crop in Kansas and neighborhood has 
driven hogs to Illinois and Yndiana where 
they will be highly fed ty the extraordinary 
crops this year of corn and wheat ever known 
in these two states.—Chicago will have these 
stocks at her door, and the coming prices of 
hogs and corn will depend mostly upon her 
disposition the coming season.
